| site on which most of the 
Crown Zellerbach paper mill,

now stands was sold in 1876 
for $1,000. 

Hamilton J. G. Maxon and 
his wife, Arabella, were given 
title to some 641 acres in this 
area in 1864 by President 
Abraham Lincoln as a donation 
land claim. N. T. Caton and I. 
B. Nash purchased the claim 
from the Maxons. The site of 
Camas itself was purchased by 
the LaCamas Colony Co. from 
a Mr. Belding who had secured 
it from Judge Dennison of 
Portland.

The establishment of a post

was first made May 15, 1849,

He sold 
his first sixty barrels of salted 
salmon in Boston at ten cents 
per pound.

For a long period before the 
new room was ready it was a 
harrowing sight every night at 
five to see the eager, impetuous 
and scrambling line of 
employees all trying to ring out 
at the same time in that little, 
inadequate clock room. (It is 
strange that this same line of 
men never seemed to congest 
the clock room in an eager 
haste to come into the mill.) 

There are now four clocks 
set in four different avenues of 
ingress and egress which have 
proved conducive to 
orderliness and convenience.
